We also wish to thank Your 
Honor for the charge that was 
delivered to us at the time we 
were empanelled, and we further 
thank and commend the officers 
of the county for the assistance 
they have rendered to us during 
the time we have been laboring. 
The bailiffs have been diligent 
and attentive, and we thank them 
for that. 
Having completed our labors, 
we respectfully ask to be dis­ 
charged.
